Charles M™ Summers. Arrested 
and Charged With Conspiracy 
to Rob the U. S.. Mail. 


Two men boarded the mall car of 
the Frisco’s Memphis Express, at 9:60 
last night, at Southeast: Junction, :be- 
yond Maplewood, and went’ through a 
spectacular: robbery ' performance, © in 
the style of the Glendale and Blue 
Cut robberies of 26 years ago. 

It was not a moving picture “stunt,” 
but a personally directed “robbery,” 
and it was carried out, with much 
loud talk and brandishing of revolv- 
ers, for the benefit of Charles M. 
Summers, a railway mat! clerk on his 
night off, who was standing near by 
and doing the directing. The two men 
one of fhem’'a St. Louis city detective, 
carried away real registered mail 
from the car, as loot, and took it to 
Summers. When Summers began to 
handle and feel of the parcels of mail, 
the play-acting of the two “robbers” 
came to an end, and Summers, the 
only man-who was not consciously 
acting a part, was arrested.

“~~ DEPLETING HOSPITAL FUND 


Phenol Froeduct« Especially Show 
Great Advance—Quinine From 17 
Cents te $2 an Ounce. 

The city hospital appropriation of $3000 
is being depleted by the great advance 
in the price of drugs that are in common 

usé, due to the European war. © 

‘The advance is particularly: great on 
drugs containing phenol products. These 
products are derived from coal, and the 
coal of England and Germany contains 
80: much more of it than American coal 
that.most.of it has been imported. The 
advance is from 600 to 2000 per cent in 
100-pound lots. The principal advances 
are: Carbolic acid, 14 cents to $2 a 
pound; quinine, 17 cents to $2.0 an 
ounce; ofl of wintergreen, synthetical, 
cents to $2.50 a pound; sodium salici- 
late, 38 cents to % a pound; hydrochi- 
none, used in making X-ray photo- 
grapha, 66 cents to $8 a ound, 

The prices of the benzoates have also 
gone up, as follows: Sodium benzoate, 
trie, $1.10 to $5 a pound; sodium bromide, 
43 ‘cents to $2.50 a pound; potassium lo- 
dine, $3.15 to $.a pound.

One month 
ago, when the general revenue furd 
contained only $149,000 and the monthly 
State pay roll of $160,000 had to be met, 
Treasurer E. P. Deal refsued to permit 
reporters to look at the books. 

Today the offices of the Governor, 
the Treasurer and the Auditor, re- 
spectively, refused reporters permis- 
sion to see the recorig showing the 
amount in the general revenue fund, 
and each tried to shift the responsi- 
bility.

When the fact that the funds were 
low and that newspapermen had been 
refused permission to see the rec- 
ords became known about the Capi- 
tol it precipitated a run on the 
Treasury by the army of clerks, in- 
cluding the family payrolls of the 
several State officials.

Special Train for Clerks. 

Many of these officials have had many 
clerks from their offices in attendance 
at most of the meetings. 

That there might be no danger of 
Capitol clerks missing the Sedalia meet- 
ing, a special train was run from the 
capital this morning and will return 
to Jefferson City tonight.
